"the PDU queuing memory storage portion further comprises a Classes-of- 
Service (CoS) PDU queuing portion including a plurality of reserved CoS 
processing queues, each CoS processing queue holding, while pending 
processing, PDUs associated with a one of a plurality of classes-of-service 
supported at the data network node in providing support for Quality-of-Service 
guarantees ensuring the availability of minimum memory storage resources for 
data flows at the data network node" as recited in the independent claim 24.
